Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  population  of  No.  7  Health  Area 
as  estimated  on  30th  June,  1970  was  53,^00.  This  was  an  increase  of 
640  over  the  total  for  the  corresponding  date  in  1969-  By  far  the 
largest  part  of  this  growth  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Saltash  where 
the  increase  was  480.  Smaller  increases  took  place  in  St.  Germans 
Rural  District,  Torpoint  Urban  District  and  the  Borough  of  Liskeard.  In 
the  Liskeard  Rural  District  and  Looe  Urban  District  there  were  small 
reductions  in  population,, 

Live  births  fell  from  last  years  total  of  810  to  769,  giving  a 
corrected  birth  rate  of  17.7  per  1,000  of  population,  some  1.7  per  1,000 
above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rates  for  still  births  and  for 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  marginally  lower  than  the 
national  rates.  Illegitimate  births  totalled  45  and  represented  5«9% 
of  all  births,  the  lowest  rate  recorded  since  1966.  Complications  of 
pregnancy,  childbirth  and  the  puerperium  did  not  cause  any  deaths  of 
mothers  during  1970. 

Deaths  totalled  768,  an  increase  of  34  over  the  figure  for  1969. 

The  corrected  death  rate  of  12.0  per  1,000  of  population  was  slightly 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.7=  Heart  disease  which  caused  40%  of  all 
deaths  was  again  the  most  prevalent  cause  of  death.  Various  types  of 
cancer  caused  20 %  of  all  deaths,  and  strokes  were  responsible  for  a  further 
14%.  Of  the  defined  forms  of  cancer  causing  death,  those  affecting  the 
intestine  were  most  numerous,  closely  followed  by  cancers  of  the  windpipe 
and  lung,  and  those  involving  the  stomach.  Since  in  the  female  the  breast 
is  a  much  more  highly  developed  gland  than  it  is  in  the  male,  cancers  of 
this  organ  are  for  all  practical  purposes  confined  to  the  female  half  of 
the  population.  From  this  point  of  view  the  impact  of  breast  cancer  as  a 
cause  of  death  on  the  female  section  of  the  population  is  heavier  than 
appears  from  a  carsory  glance  at  the  figures  of  death  attributed  to  this 
cause.  In  1970  there  were  l6  deaths  from  this  cause,  all  of  them  females. 

Looked  at  in  terms  of  a  rate  per  1,000  of  the  vulnerable  female  population 
it  advances  breast  cancer  to  the  unenviable  position  of  being  almost  as 
lethal  for  women  as  cancer~of  the  lung  is  for  men. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  quite  low  during  1970,  when  a 
total  of  80  cases  was  notified.  The  principal  factor  contributing  to  this 
reduction  is  the  fall  in  the  prevalence  of  measles  which  has  resulted  from 
the  development  some  few  years  ago  of  a  new  vaccine  against  this  disease. 

Under  the  present  schedule  of  protective  immunisations  this  vaccine  is  now 
given  to  children  during  the  second  year  of  life  and  if  parents  are  co-operative 
in  having  their  children  protected  we  can  fairly  confidently  hope  that 
measles  v/ill  largely  disappear  in  the  same  way  that  diphtheria,  whooping- 
cough,  poliomyelitis,  and  tuberculosis  have  done.  German  measles  is  normally 
the  cause  of  a  trivial  illness,  so  mild  in  its  effect  that  it  is  often  not 
recognised  as  such.  For  these  reasons  it  has  not  been  included  in  the  list 
of  infectious  diseases  which,  must  be  notified. 
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There  is  however  one  serious  effect  of  this  disease- .  If  a  woman  who 
is  pregnant,  and  in  particular  in  the  first  three  months  of  her  pregnancy, 
contracts  German  measles  there  is  a  distinct  risk  that  she  will  give  birth 
to  a  child  suffering  from  a  variety  of  physical  and  mental  defects.  A 
vaccine  which  gives  immunity  against  the  German  measles  virus  was  made 
available  during  1970,  and  it  was  decided  £hat  it  would  be  used  mainly 
to  give  immunity  to  young  females  at  the  beginning  of  their  reproductive 
life.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  girls  in  their  l4th  year,  and  by  the 
end  of  1970  a  total  of  309  girls  in  the  Health  Area  had  received  this  form 
of  protection. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  1970  was  8. 

The  incidence  was  equally  divided  between  males  and  females,  and  the  total 
of  cases  notified. was  the  lowest  recorded  since  I  started  to  accept  not¬ 
ifications  in  1948.  One  death  of  an  elderly  male  aged  over  75  y&ars  was 
attributed  to  the  late  effects  of  tuberculosis.  Of  the  8  new  cases  notified 
5  were  persons  aged  45  years  or  more,  and  of  these  4  were  aged  65  years 
and  over.  This  fits  in  with  the  pattern  of  tuberculous  infection  which 
has  prevailed  for  some  years  in  which  the  main  impact  of  this  infection 
falls  on  persons  in  middle  age  and  old  age.  Up  to  twenty  years  ago 
tuberculosis  posed  a  serious,  and  frequently  a  lethal  threat  to  young 
adults,  adolescents  and  children.  Today  cases  are  seldom  seen  amongst 
these  age  groups.  Much  of  the  credit  for  this  must  go  to  an  improvement 
in  general  standards  of  living,  and  to  the  protective  effects  of  B.C.G. 
vaccine  against  tuberculosis  which  since  1954  has  been  given  to  children 
in  secondary  schools.  During  1970  the  number  of  children  in  the  Health 
Area  who  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  585» 

In  the  general  preface  to  my  Annual  Report  for  1969  ^  referred  at 
some  length  to  the  increasing  burden  of  pollution  which  human  beings  are 
inflicting  on  the  environment  they  share  with  the  variety  of  biological 
systems  which  co-exist  with  them  on  the  earth.  From  the  welter  of  discussion, 
argument,  protest,  precept  and  prophecy  surrounding  this  subject  one  fact 
emerges  with  ever  increasing  clarity.  It  is  that  man  is  the  real  and 
ultimate  source  of  practically  all  pollution  arising  from  his  power  to 
reproduce  at  such  a  rate  that  it  is  increasingly  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
natural  regulators  to  hold  down  growth  of  population.  Since  to  modern  man 
the  idea  of  calling  in  such  regulators  as  disease,  famine  or  warfare  to 
control  and  curb  population  growth  is  an  unacceptable  concept,  then  logically 
he  must  seriously  dedicate  himself  to  the  alternative  by  promoting,  and 
supporting  in  all  possible  ways  policies  of  population  control.  Because  of 
limited  living  space,  and  the  need  to  bring  in  large  quantities  of  food  and 
raw  materials  to  sustain  modern  living  standards,  the  problem  of  over 
population  is  nov/here  more  urgent  than  in  England  and  Wales,  and  there  is 
already  clear  evidence  that  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  sheer  weight 
of  numbers  has  eroded  the  quality  of  life  in  those  localities.  This  problem 
if  not  tackled  resolutely  and  energetically  now,  may  in  the  not  very  distant 
future  call  for  harsh  and  unpopular  measures  which  will  almost  certainly 
impinge  on  the  liberty  of  the  individual. 

I  would  not  wish  to  close  this  general  preface  without  putting  on  record 
my  gratitude  to  Members  and  Officers  of  the  six  County  District  Councils  I  serve 
for  the  support  and  understanding  they  have  given  me  during  1970*

The  corrected  birth  rate  -  21.6  per  1,000  of  population  -  was  the 
highest  recorded  in  the  Health  Area,  and  produced  an  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  of  37°  As  a  cause  of  death  cancer  was  more  prevalent  than  in  1969 
although  no  particular  type  of  cancer  was  unduly  prevalent.  Of  those  who 
died  during  the  year  45/°  had  reached  or  exoeeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the 
time  of  death. 


Notifiable  Disease  (other  than  tuberculosis) 

The  incidence  of  this  group  of  diseases  was  during  1970  very  low 
indeed,  and  4  cases  only  of  measles  were  notified. 


Tuberculosis 


Two  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  involving  an  83  year  old 
male  and  a  19  year  old  female.  Both  were  respiratory  infections.  One 
death  attributable  to  tuberculosis  occurred  in  a  male  over  the  age  of 
75  years.

Adequate  supplies  of  wholesome  water  were  available  throughout  the 


year. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal* 

The  Councils  Consulting  Engineers  have  now  put  forward  a 
comprehensive  scheme  for  sewering  the  Urban  District  and  providing 
treatment  of  sewage.  This  will  open  up  further  land  for  development 
and  will  put  an  end  to  the  present  discharge  of  untreated  sewage 
into  the  Hamoaze. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  prospects  of  finding  a  site  suitable  for  tipping  refuse  on  a 
relatively  long-term  basis  do  not  appear  to  be  very  bright.  It  now 
seems  likely  that  this  problem  will  not  be  solved  before  the  Urban 
District  loses  its  identity  in  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government 
in  1974. 

Food. 


A  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  was  achieved  in  premises  where 
food  is  handled. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  the  operation  of  this  Act 
during  1 970. 

Report  of  Public  Health  Inspector.

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Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  for  1970 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply 

As  in  1969  there  were  no  water  samples  taken  on  this  Council's  behalf 
during  the  whole  of  1970.  There  were  complaints  from  the  public  but  these 
were  to  the  effect  that  water  was  discoloured,  or  shut  off  on  various 
occasions.  There  was  no  suggestion  that  the  water  supplied  by  the  East 
Cornwall  Water  Board  was  in  any  way  harmful  to  health. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

As  reported  last  year,  the  situation  with  regard  to  over-loaded 
sewers  remains  the  same  but  fortunately  there  has  been  somewhat  less  flooding 
due  to  this  cause.  Never-the-less  the  sewers  were  again  surcharged  in  the 
same  places  namely  Carbeile  Road,  Chapeldown  Road,  Marino  Drive  and  Belle 
Vue  Square,  and  there  is  little  the  Council  can  do  about  this  until  the 
consulting  engineers  put  forward  a  proper  scheme  for  relieving  the  situation. 

During  this  year  Messrs.  L.G.  Mouchel  and  Partners,  Consulting 
Engineers  together  with  Messrs.  G-.H.  Ivory  and  Partners  put  forward  their 
finalised  scheme  for  resewering  the  whole  of  the  Urban  Area.  Broadly 
speaking  this  involves  a  gravity  sewer  from  Gravesend  Bay,  following  the 
shoreline  skirting  the  lower  end  of  Macey  Street  and  entering  Ferry  Street 
at  the  Torpoint  Ferry,  continuing  along  Marine  Drive  to  a  pumping  station 
to  be  built  at  Chapeldown  Road,  the  sewage  being  pumped  from  that  station 
from  the  whole  of  the  already  developed  part  of  the  town  to  what  is  known 
as  Raleigh  sewage  works.  Subsequently  if  negotiations  with  the  land  owners 
of  the  Borough  Farm  area  are  successful,  another  pumping  station  will  be 
built  at  Mill  Field  which  will  be  known  as  Borough  Pumping  Station,  and 
this  will  take  the  drainage  or  sewerage  from  a  further  1 60  acres  of  what 
at  the  present  time  is  farm  land  which  the  Council  hopes  to  develop  for 
private  enterprise  housing  and  shopping  together  with  small  light  industries. 
The  sewage  from  this  pumping  station  will  be  taken  by  a  rising  main  also 
to  Raleigh  sewage  works  which  is  being  enlarged  and  modernised  for  the 
purpose. 

This  should  greatly  reduce  the  amount  of  pollution  entering  the  Hamoaze 
from  the  five  crude  sewer  outfalls  which  the  Council  has  had  in  this  area 
for  many  years.  The  cost  of  this  scheme  will  b e  in  the  region  of  half  a 
million  pounds. 

Investigations  are  under  way  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for 
improvement  to  the  town’s  existing  sewer  system  so  as  to  prevent  the  sur¬ 
charging  previously  mentioned.  This  again  will  reduce  risk  to  health  by 
polution  of  the  shores  and  even  the  streets  in  certain  places. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  problem  of  disposing  of  the  town's  refuse  came  to  a  head  in  1970 
and  because  of  the  non  co-operation  of  Planning  Authority  and  the  Cornwall 
River  Board,  the  Council  has  been  compelled  to  lodge  an  appeal  against  the 
Planning  Authority's  decision  to  refuse  an  application  for  a  refuse  tip 
to  be  established  within  a  bund  at  St.  Johns  lake  on  the  eastern  side  of 
Efford's  bridge,  where  the  land,  although  it  comes  within  the  Urban  District 
is  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence  >»  At  the  same  time  planning 

permission  has  been  given  for  a  temporary  refuse  tip  in  the  Council's 
public  park  at  Thanckes  and  tipping  began  on  the  lAth  September,  1970* 

Every  care  has  been  taken  to  prevent  the  hazard  to  health  and  to  this  end 
a  very  strict  control  has  been  exercised.  Never-the-less  it  is  unfair  to 
the  people  of  Torpoint  that  refuse  should  be  dumped  in  their  public  park 
and  that  this  tip  should  be  less  than  300  feet  from  the  county  school  and 
less  than  200  feet  from  the  Bowling  Green  and  tennis  courts  and  this  has 
been  brought  about  not  through  mismanagement  by  this  Council  which  has  been 
trying  for  twelve  years  to  obtain  the  consent  of  other  local  authorities, 
but  by  the  obstructive  attitude  of  these  same  local  authorities. 
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Housing 


The  completion  of  39  dwellings  composed  of  flats  and  maisonettes  in 
the  Harvey/Rowe  Street  area  was  completed  during  this  year  and  the  tenants 
have  moved  in.  We  find  that  whilst  the  accommodation  is  generally  very 
good  and  the  tenants  are  satisfied,  the  play  areas  for  children  are  not 
satisfactory  and  there  is  great  difficulty  in  keeping  the  refuse  bin  area 
clear  and  clean. 

In  so  far  as  the  provision  of  further  Council  accommodation  is 
concerned  the  Council  has  in  mind  the  use  of  a  small  piece  of  land  in 
Antony  Road,  near  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  town  for  the  building  of  about 
20  flats  for  old  people,  together  with  these  would  be  a  Wardens  house  and 
a  recreation  room. 

With  regard  to  private  enterprise  building,  this  has  virtually  ceased 
as  there  is  no  more  land  available  which  can  be  sewered, but  when  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  is  completed  in  1973*  it  is  hoped  that  a  further  1  60  acres 
of  land  will  be  opened  up  for  private  enterprise  development;  but  here  it 
will  be  taken  up  in  small  sections  of  say  30  acres  or  so,  so  that  sporadic 
development  does  not  take  place,  and  to  prevent  the  untimely  use  of  good 
agricultural  land. 

Slum  Clearance 

Inspections  are  not  now  done  with  a  view  to  slum  clearance  because  no 
slum  problem  exists. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1%3 

Under  the  1 963  Act,  routine  inspections  of  all  Offices  and  Shops 
continues,  generally  speaking  defects  are  remedied  by  means  of  a  letter  of 
intimation,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  during  this  year  for  the  Council 
to  take  any  official  action.

Food  Sampling 

No  food  sampling  was  done  in  the  Urban  District  during  1 970,  "because 
of  the  lack  of  facilities  to  do  so  and  the  necessary  assistance. 


In  co-operation  with  the  shopkeepers  851b.  of  cooked  ham  was 
surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  disposed  of.  The  same  was 
done  with  I8lb.  of  corned  beef. 


Rodent  Control 


The  control  of  rodents  continues  to  be  necessary  on  the  town’s  refuse 
tip,  but  otherwise  there  is  no  real  infestation*  There  are  occasional 
complaints  from  owners  or  occupiers  of  dwellings  and  other  premises  and 
these  are  dealt  withj  six  of  these  small  incidents  occurred  during  the 
year  under  report,  and  with  regard  to  sewers,  test  baiting  shows  that 
there  are  no  rats  in  these.
